lisLmonts, ouch, of which employ SUO to 1,500 
men. Tbo rush in binding comes in tho 
luUr summL-r ir.ontlis wbeu tho book pub- 
lishers prepare for tho fall and Christmas 
Irado. While tho Chicago binders do not do 
as largo a business as somo ol tho eastern 
cities, there is ono firm located hero engaged 
in artistic work tliat car.not bo approached 
by any thins outside of £,OTdo:i or JN'oiv 
York'. Valuable scientific works, nmga- 
yjnes and encyclopedias aro sent from all 
over tho west and south to Chicago for ele- 
gant bindings, and owners of both public 
and private libraries and book collectors 
turn to Chicago for lino work. 


Bookbinding ill America is almost exclu- 


sivoly in tho bands of 
foroigiiora. 
Tho 


majority of tlio mechanics are of English, 
French or Gorman extraction, Tho London 
binders aro tho leaders of tho craft, how- 
over, and most of tho inventions aud in- 
novations in tho art havo come from tho 
famous class of bookbinders in tho latter half 
of tho last century, 
Tho supremacy of 


English binding was d ue largely to tho work 
of Roger Payne, a. man highly giftod with 
extraordinary skill, dexterity and taste, but 
of dissoliito habits, 
As a loader in book- 


mailing ho was succooded by Charles Lewis, 
whoso boots, like those of Payee, comedown 
to us as models of stylo and l!nisb. In 
America biudors aro content to take London 
leather bindings as patterns, but in cloth 
they have mado greater progress than tholr 
British cousins, and for beauty of design and 
tasto in color and lettering their work com- 
pares favorably with that of Euroiwan 
binders. 


Tbo British idoa in book covors is to make 


tho binding of a Ijook conform to tbo char- 
actor of tbo contents as near as possible. 
Books of scienco and encyclopedias should 
wonrdark morocco or russia; magazines be 
clothed in a bright shado of calf or morocco, 
whilo works of tho imagination, such as 
pootry and novels, should bo bound m rich 
morocco or calf, with fanciful ornaments 
(tooling) and gilding; atlasoa in cowhido, and 
art boolcs aro well suited to a dress of crushed 
levant (a stylo of morocco thatwearaa larger 
grain), which is expensive, but very elegant 
The most durable leather is morocco or well 
tanned imitation; tho least is sheep and troe- 
calf.

WELLINGTON ON THE ART OF WAR. 


A Chut \VH.li l.ljo Iron Duko—WImt I In 


Might Jlnvo Said. 


[Diary of John Wilson Crokcr.J 


Jn coming to see mo (as ho had done tho 


duy but ono boforo Sept. S) ho (tho duke) had 
chosen to walk from the station to onr housn 
und without oven it guide. 
Ho snid ho had 


found it a rough walk and tho ground inter- 
sected in a way ho had not ox|wcted; so I said 
to him; "ItsocuiR you forgot to guess what 
was nt tho otlior sido of the hill." This was in 
allusion to a circumstance which hadoccurroil 
between him and mo sonio thirty years before. 
When traveling on tho north road wo amused 
ourselves by guessing what sort of country 
wo should lind at tho other sido of tho hills 
wo drov up, and whon I oppressed surprise 
at some extraordinary good guossoa ho hod 
made, ho said: "Why, I have spent all my 
life in trying to guess what was at tho other 
side of the hill." 


I had reminded him of this just as wo 


wo driving across tho ravine that had Im- 
peded him, nod ho turned round to Mrs. 
Crokcr to explain it to her, adding, "All tho 
business of war, and indeed all tuo business 
of life, is to endeavor to find out what you 
don't know by what you do; that's what I 
called 'guessing what was at tho other sido 
of tho hill.'" 


Ho said tho perfection of practical w*r 


was to move troopa as steadily and coolly on 
a field of battle as on a parade, "ooult'3 
fault was that, though a groat strategist, he 
never soemed to mo to know how to handle 
tho troops after the battle had begun." 


I then told him what Guizot told mo of 


Laimos having said that "lo plus grand gen- 
eral otait celui quo la cannonade faisait 
mioux entendre, ot quo la fumoe faisait voir 
plus clair." 
. Duke. Humph! (a pnuso) That's only a 
cleverer phrase for what I havo been just 
flaying—sang froid—presence of mind; but 
that is not enough; tho mind besides being 
cool must hayo the art of knowing what is to 
bo done and how to do it. 


"Up, guards, and at 'em." 
"I certainly did not draw my sword. I 


may havo ordered, and I dare say I did 
order, tho charge of tho cavalry, and pointed 
out Its direction; but I did not charge as a 
common trooper. 


"1 havo at all times boon in tho habit of 


covering as much as possible tho troops 01- 
posed to tho fire of cannon. 
I placo them 


behind tho top of thu rising ground and 
make them sit and lie down, tho bettor to 
cover them from the fire. 


"Aftor the fire of tho enemy's cannon, tho 


enemy's troops may havo advanced, or a 
favorable opportunity of attacking might 
have arrived. What I must have said, and 
possibly did say, was; 'Stand up, Guards!' 
and then gavo the commanding officers the 
order to attack.
